We treat all of 
our customers alike. If, for any reason, you really want larger bulbs than we supply add 
50% to the price of the bulb as quoted in this catalog and we will go out of our way 
to oblige you. 


TERMS. Cash with order by check, draft, money order, currency or stamp. Residents 
of California please include 3% sales tax. 


SHIPMENTS. For the last several years we have been making every effort to keep 
our prices to a minimum consistent with quality and still absorb the constantly rising 
cost of every item of expense we are subjected to. It has not been easy but we did manage 
to survive. However, we find there is a limit to what we can absorb. With the new 
parcel post rate increase of 25% we find ourselves reluctantly forced to send all orders 
via express collect or parcel post charges C.O.D. whichever is more convenient for you. 
It will be a nuisance for us to have to make out a money order for such small amounts 
but we see no alternative. Therefore all prices quoted in this catalog are F.O.B. Arcadia. 
Of course there is a brighter side to this picture; since you ate paying the postage we 
can send you larger bulbs or include extras. 


SUBSTITUTIONS. As a general rule we do not substitute unless authorized to do 
so. However we suggest that you indicate a second choice when ordering or authorize us 
to use our judgment on substitutions of other varieties in case of shortage by checking 
the space provided at the bottom of the order sheet.

CULTURE. Because of the great diversity of the materials we offer and the growing 
conditions of the purchasers we find it impossible to send out detailed growing instruc- 
tions. We have noted in the body of this catalog the broad basic cultural requirements 
and you have to take up from there on and use your own judgment. One pointer: please 
don’t be too anxious and too much in a hurry to grow the bulbs. We find that more 
persons fail from this cause than from any other. They over water, over fertilize, dig 
around the bulbs to see if the roots are starting to grow, and the funny part of it is that 
when the bulb can’t take it and finally up and dies it is usually the fault of the bulb or 
the nurseryman because, as she says “I did everything and it died.” Well lady you did 
too much! 


ORDER EARLY and avoid disappointments. Place your order for the whole year 
right now and we will mail the bulbs periodically at the planting time or when they are 
available. That way you will be more certain of receiving what you order and we will 
have an idea of the number of bulbs we will need for the season.

ACHIMENES 


Achimenes 


This year we are offering a really fine collec- 
tion of these charming plants. Some of them 
are new to us, and all are very beautiful and 
worth while. Achimenes is related to the African 
Violets and if you can grow one you can grow 
the other, except that Achimenes can be grown 
to perfection out of doors whereas African Vio- 
lets are strictly house plants. Plant the small 
rhizomes one inch deep in a porous soil such as 
you would use for Gloxina or Begonia. A soil 
rich in leaf-mould, peat and chopped sphagnum 
moss with no manure added is suitable. Place 
in a shaded location. Water sparingly until ac- 
tive growth starts. Then give more water and 
light and start to fertilize with liquid manure 
when the plants are about two inches high. 
Never allow them to become dry. They will start 
to bloom in late summer. The rhizomes are 
very small and look like some kind of seeds, 
but that has nothing to do with the quality of 
the plants. Some plants just naturally make large 
bulbs while others just as naturally make small 
ones. Delivery November to April. $2.00 dozen.

We also have some others 
in our collection and under observation of which 
we do not have a !arge enough stock to list here. 
If you are interested in any one type we may be 
able to help you. Along with the commercial 
species and varieties we are offering several new 
named varieties from our own nursery which we 
highly recommend to the collector. 

They bloom during early summer and are of 
easiest cultural requirements. In fact, the most 
frequent cause of failure to flower is too much 
care and fussing with them. Plant in a sunny 
location and leave them alone other than very 
occasional watering in the summer. Any good 
garden soil will do and they don’t have to have 
good drainage. Delivery thruout the year, but we 
prefer to mail out the deciduous kinds during 
the winter. By the way, the deciduous kinds are 
ideal for growing outdoors in the cold sections 
as they may be lifted and stored during cold 
weather. 


AFRICANUS MOOREANUS. A slender 
growing plant with narrow strap-shaped leaves 
stained purple at the base. The medium size 
umbels of blue flowers are small but well form- 
ed, on three-foot stem. This species is evergreen 
in California, but deciduous elsewhere. It should 
be hardy where winter temperatures do not fall 
below zero. $1.00 ea.

These orchids are very popular now in Calli- 
fornia and are fast becoming the favorite corsage 
flower thruout the country because of the fact 
that the flowers are extremely long-lasting. As 
they have a very heavy substance they last three 
months on the plant and many weeks when cut. 
A well established plant will produce several 
spikes each with from six to thirty flowers ac- 
cording to variety. 

The color of the flowers are fairly constant in 
wild species, at least they can be recognized for 
what they are, but the hybrids are quite variable 
within certain limits and in some hybrids al- 
most any color may be expected under the same 
name. In this list we give the predominant color 
of the variety but can not guarantee that the 
plant you receive will be that color. 

Here in our gardens we grow them in raised 
beds of prepared compost under the shade of Live 
Oaks, and many gardeners prefer to grow them 
in this manner because of the ease of culture un- 
der these conditions. However, many prefer to 
grow them in pots so they may be given indi- 
vidual attention, and may be removed under 
glass during the winter to protect them from 
frost and prevent the flowers from being spotted 
by the rains and dew. Either method is satisfac- 
tory. We recommend growing them in the open 
whenever the weather conditions permit. 

The compost used is almost as numerous as the 
individual persons growing these plants. After a 
little experience you will find a certain mixture 


that seems to be better suited to your conditions 
and that the cymbidiums are very tolerant and 
will grow almost in any kind of compost that is 
well drained and is not alkaline. Any combin- 
tion of sandy loam, leafmould, steer manure, 
sponge Rock, sani-soil, Vermicutite seems lo give 
fair results if good judgment is used and the 
plants fed occasionally with liquid manure or 
fertilizer. 

In planting in pots, enlarge the drainage hole, 
place lots of broken crocks and charcoal on the 
bottom for drainage and plant with three-fourths 
of the pseudobulbs above the compost. Place in 
a half shaded location and do not ‘‘baby’’ them 
too much. Syringe the foliage on hot days. 

We can supply plants of any size, but we con- 
sider a plant with three pseudobulbs as a good 
blooming size plant, and our quotations are for 
that size. If you want smaller or larger plants 
just add or deduct 25% of the price of each 
bulb more or less wanted. For instance, if the 
plant is quoted at $10.00, a two bulb plant 
will cost $7.50, and a four bulb plant $12.50. 
On many varieties we can occasionally supply 
backbulbs for those who want to get a start for 
very little investment.

Following is a list of .seeds of bulbous plants 
available this season. Because we have them in 
very small quantities and because of the great 
diversity of the materials offered we do not 
send out growing instructions with them. How- 
ever, there is very little difference in sprouting 
seeds of bulbs and any other seeds except that 
when you are working with bulb seeds you must 
have great patience. You can not expect them 
to germinate in three days and bloom in ninety 
days. They are not annuals. Great Majority of 
the seeds will germinate the first year but some 
of them will take two years while most of them 
will require three to five years to come to bloom- 
ing size. So please don’t be scratching up the 
seeds every few days to see what is happening. 
Leave them alone and don’t drown them with 
too much water. Keep them moist and warm 
and let nature work for you. Germination of 
Orchid seeds has a special technique and you 


can easily learn it by going to your library 
and reading a book on orchids, especially the 
one by Prof. Edward A. White, entitled ‘‘Amer- 
ican Orchid Culture,’’ and following his instruc- 
tions to the letter. You may not succeed the first 
time but you will soon learn. 

Seeds are put up in 25c packets, the quantity 
of seeds varying according to the value of the 
seed. Where there are less than six seeds to a 
package special mention of the price per seed or 
the number of seeds per packet is given. In case 
of Orchid seeds special prices are quoted.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR SPECIAL USE OF CERTAIN PLANTS 


We are listing below, for your guidance, certain plants that are particularly well suited for 
specific purposes. We selected items that we thought were qualified for such use more than many 
others that are listed in the catalog. For instance—All agapanthus may be grown in pots, but some 
are so large and robust that within one season they will require tubs instead of pots; Dianella can 
be grown as a house plant but it blooms too late in the season; and all billberias will thrive in 
hanging baskets but most have upright growth. In other cases the plants grow far better in the 
ground so why grow them in pots? 

For house culture we selected plants with long lasting ornamental values, winter blooming habit 
and convenient size. All or most of these should be grown out of doors when the weather permits 


and brought indoors only during the winter.
